Twenty-five  years  ago,  management  guru  and  BSO  champion  Chet  Krentzman,  in  a 
classic  Krentzman  moment  of  inspiration,  hit  on  a  way  to  bring  together  his  passions 
for  the  Boston  Symphony,  corporate  networking,  and  problem  solving.  The  business 
community  was  contributing  a  paltry  $75,000  a  year  to  Boston's  world-class  Symphony, 
and  the  BSO  desperately  needed  to  tap  more  corporate  resources.  There  were  no 
truly  high-profile  season  openings,  no  company  names  in  program  books,  and  no 
organized  strategy  for  getting  CEOs  and  presidents  in  one  room.  Chet  knew  that  to 
succeed,  any  fundraising  effort  had  to  be  fun,  involve  spouses,  and  make  a  big  splash. 

That  was  the  message  he  expounded  at  a  breakfast  meeting  with  executive  Leo 
Beranek,  as  they  grappled  with  the  need  to  sustain  and  expand  a  variety  of  BSO 
activities.  Thus  was  born  the  concept  that  would  become  Presidents  at  Pops.  The 
strategy  was  to  give  corporate  leaders  an  opportunity  to  network;  to  honor  their 
employees,  directors  and  major  customers;  and,  in  the  process,  have  a  wonderful 
time.  Driven  by  Chet's  dream,  the  first  committee  appealed  to  corporate  leaders  of 
banks,  the  phone  company,  media,  computer,  manufacturing  and  emerging  companies 
to  do  for  the  BSO  what  they  had  been  doing  for  years  for  Harvard  and  MIT. 

The  result  was  what  Chet  would  subsequently — and  often — describe  proudly  as  "a 
home  run."  The  first  concert  netted  $265,000.  And,  as  important  as  the  money  raised, 
the  event  set  a  standard  for  fun.  Imagine  the  excitement  when  the  spotlight  turned  to 
the  first  balcony  and  shone  on  Bank  of  Boston  CEO  Dick  Hill. ..playing  a  clarinet  solo! 
The  audience  went  wild.  And  they've  been  cheering  ever  since. 

So  successful  was  the  first  Presidents  at  Pops,  that  another  was  scheduled  for  June 
of  the  following  year.  But  it  was  sold  out  by  November,  so  this  time  Chet  turned  his 
persuasive  powers  on  former  BSO  managing  director  Tom  Morris.  Over  several 
glasses  of  wine,  A  Company  Christmas  at  Pops  was  created  to  meet  the  demand. 

Over  25  years,  these  two  events  have  grossed  more  than  $34  million.  Of  the  105 
companies  who  signed  on  25  years  ago,  20  are  still  involved. 

Today,  more  than  170  companies  support  Presidents  at  Pops,  which  is  expected  to 
raise  $1.75  million  this  year.  Annually,  some  300-400  companies  are  involved  in  the 
Boston  Symphony  Orchestra's  corporate  programs.  Their  support  is  a  tribute  to  the 
vision,  energy  and  devotion  of  Chet  Krentzman.  Chet's  spirit  of  philanthropy  will 
endure  every  time  the  maestro  lifts  his  baton.  That  spirit  will  live  on  every  time  a  BSO 
musician  goes  into  the  schools  to  inspire  the  love  of  music  that  Chet  shared  with  his 
wife  Faria,  his  children,  grandchildren,  and  the  many  friends  who  gather  here  tonight.

Chet  Krentzman,  with  his  incredible  enthusiasm, 
was  the  first  person  to  introduce  me  to 
Presidents  at  Pops.

John  Williams  conducted  and  the 
"special  event"  was  Saint-Saens'  Carnival  of 
the  Animals,  brightened  by  the  clarinet  soloist, 
Richard  Hill,  chairman  of  the  First  National  Bank 
of  Boston,  who  performed  the  "cuckoo"  part 
from  a  first-balcony  perch.  I  went  on  stage  and 
suggested  in  pantomime  to  Maestro  Williams 
that  a  word  processor  be  used  in  Leroy 
Anderson's  classic  piece,  The  Typewriter. 

We  all  had  fun.  Long  live  the  Pops!

It's  been  a 
lot  of  fun  coaching  all  of  our  celebrity  guest 
conductors — some  of  whom  looked  like  they 
would  rather  be  anywhere  else,  and  others 
whom  I  had  to  physically  remove  from  the 
stage. ..ah,  the  lure  of  the  baton! 

Last  year  was  a  benchmark  year  for  me  in 
Presidents  at  Pops  history.  I've  always  just 
assumed  that  the  "Presidents"  were  people  of 
gravitas,  wisdom,  experience... age,  in  short. 
For  the  first  time,  I  was  older  than  the  chair  of 
the  event!  (I'm  still  older  than  John  Fish,  so  far 
as  I  know.)  Once  I  got  past  the  initial  depression 
this  caused,  and  realized  that  it  was  likely  to 
happen  with  increasing  frequency,  it  struck  me 
that  this  was  indicative  of  the  strength  of  the 
event.  Presidents  at  Pops  renews,  revitalizes, 
and  moves  on,  very  much  like  the  organization 
it  supports. 


This  twenty-fifth  anniversary  is  made  particularly 
poignant  by  the  passing  of  Chet  Krentzman,  the 
Grand  Poohbah  of  Presidents  at  Pops.  Along 
with  Leo  Beranek,  Chet  set  all  this  into  motion  a 
quarter  century  ago.  So  many  people  have  been 
instrumental  to  its  success  in  the  intervening 
years,  but  it  was  always  Chet's  event.

hug  and  a  headlock.  I'll  miss  him,  but  Chet  left 
big  footprints,  and  the  event  we  are  celebrating 
tonight  is  one  of  the  biggest.  Nobody,  anywhere, 
does  it  like  Boston... and  no  orchestra  anywhere 
is  like  the  Boston  Pops.

ABOUT  THE  POPS 

On  Saturday,  July  11, 1885,  a  large  and  fashionable  crowd  showed  up  at  the  Boston  Music  Hall  for 
the  first  ever  Promenade  Concert.  The  Boston  Symphony  had  promised  them  that  the  "programme 
for  these  concerts  will  be  made  up  largely  of  light  music  of  the  best  class." 

It  was  the  start  of  one  of  America's  most-loved  musical  institutions,  the  Boston  Pops. 

Henry  Lee  Higginson,  the  founder  of  the  Boston  Symphony  Orchestra,  had  proposed  this  new 
series  in  the  hope  of  re-creating  the  ambience  of  summer  evenings  in  the  concert  gardens  in 
Vienna,  while  also  providing  summer  employment  for  the  members  of  the  Boston  Symphony,  who 
at  that  point  had  to  search  for  other  work  six  months  out  of  the  year.  In  1900,  the  orchestra 
officially  became  known  as  the  Pops. 

During  the  fifty-year  tenure  of  conductor  Arthur  Fiedler,  the  Boston  Pops  had  become  a  national 
institution  in  America,  a  musical  ambassador  abroad,  and  the  most-recorded  orchestra  in  the 
world.  "The  Pops  began  as  a  copy  of  a  German  institution,"  Boston  Globe  critic  Richard  Dyer 
wrote  in  1985,  "but  within  its  first  century  it  has  become  one  of  the  things  that  define  our 
American  experience." 

By  the  time  John  Williams  was  appointed  Conductor  of  the  Pops  in  January  1980,  his  scores  for 
Jaws,  Close  Encounters  of  the  Third  Kind,  Star  Wars,  and  Superman  had  made  him  the  best-known 
composer  for  film  in  the  world — a  success  he  would  confirm  with  the  music  for  Raiders  of  the  Lost 
Ark,  E.T.,  Jurassic  Park,  Schindler's  List,  and  many  others.  At  the  time  of  his  appointment,  he  didn't 
have  much  public  experience  as  a  conductor,  but  he  brought  to  the  podium  the  background,  talent, 
and  celebrity  to  succeed  at  a  daunting  assignment.  "He  has  preserved  the  best  of  Fiedler's 
heritage,"  Dyer  wrote,  "while  leading  the  Pops  into  a  new  era." 

In  February  1995,  Keith  Lockhart  succeeded  Williams,  becoming  the  twentieth  Conductor  of  the 
Pops  and  only  the  third  conductor  since  Arthur  Fiedler.  He  was  35  years  old — the  same  age 
Arthur  Fiedler  had  been  at  the  time  of  his  appointment. 

Under  Lockhart,  the  orchestra  received  its  first  Grammy  nomination  when  The  Celtic  Album  was 
nominated  for  best  classical  crossover  recording  in  1999.  In  early  2001,  The  Latin  Album  received 
a  Latin  Grammy  nod  for  best  pop  instrumental  album. 

Keith  Lockhart  and  the  Boston  Pops  released  two  self-produced  and  -distributed  recordings  in 
2004-05.  The  first,  Sleigh  Ride,  features  the  original  version  of  the  title  track  by  Leroy  Anderson, 
a  piece  given  its  premiere  by  Arthur  Fiedler  in  1948.  The  second  release,  America,  is  a  collection 
of  beloved  patriotic  favorites  and  includes  performances  by  special  guests  Yolanda  Adams,  Arlo 
Guthrie,  David  McCullough,  and  the  Tanglewood  Festival  Chorus,  John  Oliver,  Conductor.

KEITH  LOCKHART 


In  2005  Keith  Lockhart  marked  his  tenth  anniversary  season  as  Boston  Pops  Conductor.  In 
February  1995  he  was  named  20,h  Conductor  of  the  Boston  Pops  Orchestra  since  its  founding  in 
1885.  During  his  tenure,  he  has  conducted  more  than  800  concerts  and  made  63  television  shows, 
including  38  new  programs  for  PBS's  Evening  at  Pops',  the  annual  July  Fourth  spectacular,  produced 
by  CBS4  in  Boston  and  shown  nationally  on  CBS  Television;  and  the  orchestra's  annual  holiday 
special,  produced  and  aired  in  Boston  on  CBS4.  The  Boston  Pops'  2002  July  Fourth  broadcast  was 
nominated  for  an  Emmy  Award  for  Outstanding  Classical  Music/Dance  Program,  and  the  2002 
Evening  at  Pops  telecast  of  "Fiddlers  Three"  won  the  2002  ASCAP  Deems  Taylor  Award  in  the 
Television  Broadcast  category.  Keith  Lockhart  has  led  the  Boston  Pops  on  26  national  tours,  four 
overseas  tours  of  Japan  and  Korea,  and  in  performances  at  Carnegie  Hall  and  Radio  City  Music 
Hall.  Linder  Mr.  Lockhart's  direction,  the  orchestra  has  dramatically  broadened  its  touring  activities, 
performing  to  enthusiastic  audiences  in  concert  halls  and  sports  arenas  across  the  country.  In 
September  2004  they  appeared  live  on  national  television  with  Sir  Elton  John  during  the  NFL 
Season  Kickoff  special.  In  February  2002  Mr.  Lockhart  led  the  Boston  Pops  in  the  pre-game  show 
of  Super  Bowl  XXXVI  at  the  Louisiana  Superdome  in  New  Orleans.  In  November  2004  Keith 
Lockhart  and  the  Boston  Pops  released  Sleigh  Ride,  the  orchestra's  first  self-produced  recording. 

In  June  2005  they  released  a  collection  of  patriotic  favorites  entitled  America.  Both  recordings  are 
available  online  through  www.bostonpops.org.  Keith  Lockhart  and  the  Boston  Pops  Orchestra 
recorded  eight  albums  with  RCA  Victor — Runnin'  Wild:  The  Boston  Pops  Play  Glenn  Miller, 
American  Visions,  the  Grammy-nominated  The  Celtic  Album,  Holiday  Pops,  A  Splash  of  Pops, 
Encore!,  the  Latin  Grammy-nominated  The  Latin  Album,  and  My  Favorite  Things:  A  Richard 
Rodgers  Celebration. 

Born  in  Poughkeepsie,  N.Y.,  in  November  1959,  Keith  Lockhart  began  his  musical  studies  with  piano 
lessons  at  the  age  of  seven.  He  holds  degrees  from  Furman  University  in  Greenville,  S.C.,  and 
Carnegie-Mellon  University  in  Pittsburgh.  Mr.  Lockhart  came  to  the  Boston  Pops  from  Cincinnati, 
where  he  served  as  associate  conductor  of  both  the  Cincinnati  Symphony  and  Cincinnati  Pops 
orchestras.  Music  Director  of  the  Utah  Symphony  since  1998,  Mr.  Lockhart  led  that  orchestra  at 
the  2002  Winter  Olympic  Games  in  Salt  Lake  City.  As  a  guest  artist,  Mr.  Lockhart  has  conducted  the 
major  symphony  orchestras  of  Baltimore,  Chicago,  Cincinnati,  Cleveland,  Columbus,  Dallas, 
Edmonton,  Houston,  Los  Angeles,  Minnesota,  Montreal,  New  York,  Philadelphia,  San  Francisco, 
Singapore,  Toronto,  and  Vancouver  as  well  as  the  New  York  Chamber  Symphony  and  New  Japan 
Philharmonic.  He  opened  the  2002-03  Saint  Louis  Symphony  season  with  a  gala  concert  featuring 
cellist  Yo-Yo  Ma,  and  returned  to  Saint  Louis  in  September  2004;  he  led  the  Deutsches  Symphonie- 
Orchester  in  Berlin  on  New  Year's  Eve  2002,  and  the  Concertgebouw  Orchestra  of  Amsterdam  in 
June  2003.  He  led  his  first  major  opera  production,  Douglas  Moore's  The  Ballad  of  Baby  Doe,  with 
the  Washington  (D.C.)  Opera  and  in  spring  2004  made  his  Boston  Lyric  Opera  debut  with  Puccini's 
Tosca.

Tony  Award-winning  actress  Bernadette  Peters  has  dazzled  audiences  and  critics  with  her 
performances  on  stage,  on  television,  in  concert,  and  in  the  recording  industry.  In  2003,  she 
received  her  seventh  Tony  Award  nomination  for  her  electrifying  portrayal  of  Momma  Rose  in 
Sam  Mendes'  Broadway  revival  of  Gypsy.  Peters'  latest  CD,  Sondheim,  Etc.,  Etc.:  Bernadette 
Peters  Live  at  Carnegie  Hall  (The  Rest  of  It),  features  never-before-released  highlights  from  her 
historic  1996  solo  debut  at  Carnegie  Hall. 


In  June  1999,  Peters  earned  her  second  Tony  Award,  her  third  Drama  Desk  Award,  and  an  Outer 
Critics  Circle  Award  for  her  show-stopping  portrayal  of  Annie  Oakley  in  the  smash  Tony  Award¬ 
winning  revival  of  Annie  Get  Your  Gun.  In  1996,  she  made  her  solo  debut  at  Carnegie  Hall — a 
performance  she  repeated  in  Bernadette  Peters  in  Concert,  her  London  solo  debut  at  Royal 
Festival  Hall,  later  telecast  on  PBS  and  now  available  on  DVD. 

Peters  began  her  performing  career  at  age  three  with  appearances  on  Juvenile  Jury,  the  classic 
TV  game  show  Name  That  Tune,  and  The  Horn  &  Hardart  Children's  Hour.  She  made  her  Broadway 
debut  in  1967  in  Johnny  No-Trump,  and  in  1968  starred  with  Joel  Grey  in  the  musical  George  Ml, 
earning  a  Theatre  World  Award  for  her  portrayal  of  Josie  Cohan.  That  same  year,  she  received  a 
Drama  Desk  Award  for  her  show-stopping  performance  in  the  off-Broadway  musical  Dames  at 
Sea,  and  quickly  became  one  of  the  most  sought-after  stars  in  musical  theater. 

One  of  Broadway's  brightest  stars,  Peters  received  both  the  Tony  Award  and  Drama  Desk  Award 
for  her  critically  acclaimed  performance  in  Andrew  Lloyd  Webber’s  hit  musical  Song  and  Dance. 
Peters  also  received  Tony  nominations  for  her  work  in  the  1992  musical  The  Goodbye  Girt,  Stephen 
Sondheim's  Pulitzer  Prize-winning  musical  Sunday  in  the  Park  With  George ;  Jerry  Herman  and 
Gower  Champion's  Mack  and  Mabel:  and  the  Leonard  Bernstein/Comden  and  Green  musical  On 
The  Town.  In  addition  to  these  honors,  Peters  earned  a  Drama  Desk  nomination  as  the  Witch  in 
Stephen  Sondheim's  Into  the  Woods. 

Peters  boasts  an  impressive  list  of  television  credits  including  Evening  at  Pops,  The  Kennedy  Center 
Honors,  The  Carol  Burnett  Show,  and  Emmy-nominated  performances  on  The  Muppet  Show  and 
Ally  McBeal.  She  appeared  in  the  star-studded  Sondheim:  A  Celebration  at  Carnegie  Hall  and  in 
Terrence  McNally's  The  Last  Mile,  both  for  PBS's  Great  Performances  series.  She  portrayed  the 
wicked  stepmother  in  Cinderella  with  Brandy  and  Whitney  Houston,  and  also  starred  in  Fall  From 
Grace  with  Kevin  Spacey,  and  The  Last  Best  Year  with  Mary  Tyler  Moore.  She  was  nominated  for 
a  Daytime  Emmy  for  the  Showtime  movie  Bobbie's  Girl. 


Peters  has  appeared  in  seventeen  films,  and  received  a  Golden  Globe  Award  for  her  memorable 
performance  in  Pennies  From  Heaven.  Film  credits  include  The  Jer/rwith  Steve  Martin,  The 
Longest  Yard  with  Burt  Reynolds,  Silent  Movie  with  Mel  Brooks,  Annie  with  Carol  Burnett,  Pink
